The average woman with 
three or four liahies knows nothing of 
what is goins on in the world outside 
of her home. Then how cnn she bo ex- 
pected to warn against that of which 
she has but a, vatjue idea? 


"The father of the house is the per- 


son responsible, for the moral trainlnB 
of the children. There is nothing of 
iniquity or pollution that he does not 
fcnow. Then why shouldn't he warn 
'he children?

effected In wireless telegraphy will 
rapidly lead to the achlevementtof this 
result. 


Radio-telegraphy renders lUpossime 


to transmit to all ships within'airadlus 
ot flve thousand kilometres or more 
a given time, say the hour of noon, 
mathematically exact within one-tenth 
of a second, the speed of the Hertzian 
waves being; almost equal to that of 
light. 300.000 kilometres a second. This 
puts the sailor in possession of the 
chronometrlc time, which assures the 
determination of the exact spot where 
the vessel Is at that moment, that is 
to say. It enables him to calculate the 
longitude and latitude .of 
the 
place 


with absolute exactitude. 


In order to ascertain the working of 


this Important service I decided to In- 
vestigate the question of the transmis- 
sion of the hour, and for this purpose 
two visits seemed of equal Importance 
—one to the observatory, the other to 
tho laboratory nt the Eiffel tower. 


Shortly before the decisive moment 


(exactly at fifty-nine minutes past ten 
a. m. and fifty-nine minutes past 
eleven p. m.) the astronomer on duty, 
with one eye at the telescope, watches 
the hand of the clock, and sends the 
first electric signals to the wireless 
telegraphy station of the 
Champ de 


Mars. From there, immediately trans- 
mitted by radio-telegraphy, they travel 
Immense distances, warning navigators 
and other wireless stations. Then ex- 
actly at the hour and twice again at 
intervals of two minutes the clockwork 
automatically establishes a contact, by 
means of which an electric manipula- 
tor In the Eiffel tower sets up a dis- 
charge of Hertzian waves, spreading 
through space, reach the limits of the 
immense circle of which the towers is 
the center, influencing all the receiv- 
ers In this area and conveying to alt, 
-is It were, tho beat of a heart which 
Is felt in the pulsations of the remotest 
arteries. A wonderful 
result, which 


impresses even the least 
reflective 


when they realize communication be- 
tween human beings scattered all over 
tho surface of the Rlobo.

New York. Jan. 27.—Passing through 


a veritable sea of -water snakes which 
fairly overwhelmed her was one of the 
experiences of 
the 
British 
freight 


steamer Indrawafli, in port from the 
orient. William Mason, the freighter's 
chief officer until her arrival here, told 
the story of the "eel storm," as he 
termed It- Mr. Mason has been pro- 
moted to the Irtaravelll, of the same 
Company's fleet and will leave on thej 
latter vessel from the South Brooklyn 
wharf In a few days. 


"We were passing through the Indian 


Ocean," said Mr. Mason today, "when 
w« ran into a stiff gale. Toward night 
the gale Increased and then great seas 
swept over us every few moments. One 
of these seas Bent hundreds of small 
snakes that looked like eels on our for- 
ward deck, and our searchlight soon 
after disclosed that the sea surround- 
ing «s wns apparently alive with thou- 
sands upon thousands of their rela- 
tives, all anxious to come on board 
and rest up. 


"Mr. Carrie, our chief engineer, who 


was away on leave and who met us 
when we got to New York, has been 
our chief snake killer for mnny years 
If a snake got loose on board, it wa» 
Mr. Carrlo Who went forth fearlessly 
and despatched the serpent. But Mr. 
Carrlo would have had a splendid Job 
had he undertaken to kill all the snakes 
that came on board our vessel that 
night In the Indian Ocean. St. Patrick 


himself would have been stumped, 
to speak. 


Turn«d Steam on Them. 


'All we could do was to watch the 


squirming, wriggling things from the 
structure amidships, and in the morn- 
Ing, when the storm had abated, the 
sailors were set to scooping the snakes 
overboard after we had first parboiled 
them with steam so as to make them 
harmless. 


"We would have undoubtedly for- 


gotten the Incident had it not been 
that our Chinese COOK trvntcrt us the 
following day to a dish In which he 
evidenced groat pride and which he 
was very

nounced It not half bad. he promptly 
told us that he had succeeded In 'sav- 
ing' some two dozen ot the steamed 
snakes tho day before and had

a most delectable dish, with all the 


necessary fixings. It Is needless to say 
that not any of us finished our dinner, 
and the Chinese cook came mighty n»nr 
following the remainder ot the special 
dish.he had prepared." 


Long Chas* After Steamer. 


Mr. Carrie made a spectacular dash 


to catch his "packet." as he calls the 
Indrawadl. He hastened from his home 
to Marseilles, where he expected to 
catch a Mediterranean steamer for Al- 
giers, where the 
Indrawadl 
was to 


touch on her westward run from the 
far east. 
His train was wrecked In 


the south ot France and he missed the 
Marseilles mail boat. He hastened to 
Gibraltar, but again his train met with 
a mishap and again he missctl the In- 
rlrawadi. 


Then he got on PJ express train for 


the north, crossed 
the 
channel for 


London, went by rait to Quecnstown 
and cauKht the Campania just In time. 
His arrival here preceded that of the 
Indrawadl by some hours, but, as he 
expressed it, he was "on the Job" be- 
fore his leave of absence expired.
